This application is refused for the reason (b) , as stated in 
the Notice of Rejection dated on February 3, 2005 « 

The Argument and the Amendment have been examined. However, 
there has been found no basis sufficient to remove the 
previously given reason (a) for rejection. 



Remarks 

In Publication 2 previously referred, it is disclosed that 
the thickness of a first conductor is selected to 
substantially restrict thermal elevation of the first 
conductor caused by DC current flowing in said first 
conductor . 

Meanwhile, since conductors normally heat-radiate, it is 
obvious that the thermal restriction disclosed in 
Publication 2 is based on a balance between the generated 
heat value with the radiated heat value. 

Furthermore, it is disclosed in, for example, Japanese 
publications JFA 83970/1996 (particularly refer to I-. IS to 
18, Paragraph 0014) and JPA 74748/1999 (particularly refer 
to t, 6 to 7, paragraph 0028) that the thickness of the 
conductor is sat in a range of 0.01 to 2.0 mm. 

Therefore, this matter is also generally known and 
therefore cannot be deemed as the remarkable one. 
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
